The ov erseas programs of Catholic Re­ 
lief Serv ices last y ear distributed food, 
clothing, medicines and other supplies to 
ov er 4 0 million needy persons in 8 0 coun­ 
tries without regard to race, religion or 
color. Need is the only criterion. 


THE HELPING HAND 
Whenev er United States armed forces are 
engaged in combat, one’s thinking about 
the Red Cross naturally tends to focus on 
its role in areas near the scenes of battle. 
Americans v alue what the Red Cross does 
for the benefit of serv icemen and their fa­ 
milies, and are concerned that it hav e what­ 
ev er is required to meet the need. 
That giv es us all a particular reason, as 
more and more men become inv olv ed in the 
Vietnam conflict, to make sure that the 
Red Cross receiv es ev en more generous 
support than usual. 
To bring the matter 
right down to the essential point, Vietnam 
prov ides an added incentiv e for each of us 
to giv e without stint. 
It would be a mistake, howev er, to think 
of the Red Cross ex clusiv ely in terms of 
how it helps to ease the pain and loneliness 
and boredom and anx iety of war. Though 
this great quasi-public institution does that, 
in addition it must stand prepared as al­ 
way s to deal with natural disasters at 
home. 
The suddenness with which such disaster 
may strike a community which had been 
untroubled by any portent of the onslaught 
is shown by the recent tornadoes in Missis­ 
sippi and Alabama. 
Out of the ev ening 
gloom these terrible winds came, killing 
and maiming and smashing man-made 
structures with fury reminiscent of a bomb 
attack. 
The Red Cross is organized to help in 
just such unex pected tragedies. Its function­ 
ing is not slow and ponderous, as gov ern­ 
mental aid Is sometimes constrained to be. 
The Red Cross responds quickly to take

THE NAM INVADES HARLEM 
You w ouldn’t know the N ational Association of 
M anufacturers these days. Inside its sw anky head­ 
quarters on th e tenth floor of 277 P ark Avenue 
in New’ Y ork C ity 17-year-old N egro drop -outs 
from the stre e ts of H arlem sit or am ble about, 
talking freely am ong them selv es or asking ques­ 
tions of S am aria Kimball, a research associate in 
basic education w ho is em p loyed by the NAM to 
find an answ er for industry to the p roblem of 
training and em p loying the so-called hard core 
cases of “functional illiterates.’’ 
The NAM, in resp onse to the contem p orary 
social clim ate, has, in the w ords of its President 
VV. P. C ullender, become a “p roblem -solv ing.’’ in­ 
stead of a p reaching, organization. It has decided 
that if p eop le can ’t m eet their needs through vol­ 
untary, n o n-S tate ap p roaches, they will go to gov­ 
ernm ent for help no m atter how m any p eop le 
talk about the v irtues of tree enterp rise. So. in­ 
stead of inv eighing against the “inev itable.’’ as it 
m ight have done five years ago. the NAM has de­ 
cided to be its own v oluntary S argent Shriv er in 
fields w here it can hop e to “m eet needs” w ithout 
unloading the job on W ashington. 
One result of the new NAM orientation is a 
p roject called “M ind,” which stan d s for “M ethods 
of Intellectual D evelop m ent.” T his is w here the 
H arlem drop -outs and reliefers com e in. Charles 
F. Adams, th e director of "M ind,” has been run­ 
ning two series of courses at the NAM headquar­ 
ters, one of them for N egro girls who w ant to 
beccme stenograp hers, and an o th er for boys who, 
though m any of them have had ten or eleven 
grades of schooling, still can’t read or do a rith ­ 
m etic at an av erage eighth-grade level. 
The p relim inary results of th e NAM ’s v enture 
are little short o f 'astounding. Industry, in recent 
years, has tended to m ake a fetish of hiring p eo­ 
p le w ith high school dip lomas But the NAM has 
discovered th a t a dip loma, un d er our p resent 
m ethods of education, ran be utte rly meaningless. 
F or exam p le, fifteen p er cent of a recent high 
school graduating class in a p oor d istrict of New 
York City tested out at a 7.2 g rade reading level 
and 5.9 grade arithm etic level. In other words, 
they w ere no be tte r than certain drop -outs who 
had nev er gone to high school a t all. 
So, ignoring the '‘official’ 
dip lom a rating of 
H arlem kids, the NAM took six N egro girls a t 
random for its first class in stenograp hy. Some 
of the girls who had studied typ ing in school 
could do tw enty-fiv e or th irty w ords a m inute, 
which is not fast enough for th e av erage U.S. 
corp oration. By letting the girls w ork for them ­ 
selves at NAM desks, w ith a course m ethod th a t 
m ade use of headquarters and tap ed instructions. 
it moved all six of them up to th e sixty-five w ord 
standard w ithin six weeks. T hey now have jobs 
in M anhattan a t various banks. One girl, a 19- 
year-old m other of four kids w hose husband had 
deserted the family, p ut in tw elv e days at the 
NAM in the six-week p eriod and lifted her typ ing 
skill to the p oint w here the C hase M anhattan 
B ank was m ore than willing to take her on for 
$65 a week. It cost th NAM only $25 to train her.

It was an ex ample of 20th 
Centu ry America d eliv ering the 
good s — harnessing the scientif­ 
ic wond er of its farms to the 
world ’s best transportation sy s­ 
tem in a campaign against fam­ 
ine in Ind ia. 
At the d ischarge end of the 
su ction 
tu bes, 
the fast-mov ing 
20th Centu ry ran smack into the
